Gallagher bill to amend the present 
mine run law, which the house kill- 
ed Thursday. 


H. 'E. Willard, W. R. -Woodford 


and G. M. Jones, of Cleveland, rep- 
resenting -the operators of 
eastern 


Ohio, told the governor that unless 
the house .reconsidered its action in 
killing the • Gallagher bill and passed 
it next week, drastic action will be 
takan by the operators to end the 
strike and resume operations. 


They mentioned the .possibility of, 


importing strikebreakers from other 
states. 
They denied reports that a refer- 


endum on the 'Galiagher bill is being 
contemplated. 
The operators 
also 


asserted to Governor Willis that they 
had not used questionable, lobby tac- 
tics: of which, they had been accused 
by reports emanating from the legis- 
lative chambers. It was these re- 
ports which led Governor Willis to 
suggest to a number of house mem- 
bers Thursday that they vote down 
the bill, it was said at the executive 
offices. 
The time fixed tentatively by Gov- 


ernor Willis for "watchful waiting" 
on the situation created more than a 
week ago, when he asked for the res- 
ignation of 14 members of state com- 
missions, expired today. It was said 
at the executive offices the governor 
•will be ready probably early 
next 


week to assume the aggressive and 
take steps to oust the officials who 
have been reluctant to resign. 


It was pointed out at the executive 


offices today that only one official 
had actually offered his resignation, 
four others had acknowledged the 
governor's letter but refusing to re- 
sign, and two had sent formal ac- 
knowledgments. 


Nine had, ignored the governor's 


demand although they had discussed 
the situation informally with a num- 
ber of persons. 
It is known that .formal 
charges 


against the officials who refuse 
to 


quit are "being prepared. These may 
oe sent to several Monday or Tues- 
day, 
it was reported in capitol cir- 


cles today.

She leaves 
bequests in 
the 


neighborhood of $500,000 and val- 
uable articles of jewelry to friends 
and relatives. 
The rest of her es- 


;ate, which is estimated in all at 
about $2.000,000, is bequeathed to 
charitable institutions. 


The charitable bequests are to be 


distributed at the discretion of her 
executors, who are her husband, her 
son, John D. Rockefeller, Jr., and 
her daughter, AHa Rockefeller Pren- 
tice, wife of E. Parmlee Prentice. 


The will is dated March 10. 1913- 
Sums of $100,000 each are left to 


John D. Rockefeller, Jr., Mrs. Pren- 
tice, and Mrs. Edith Rockefeller Mc- 
Cormick. her other daughter, wife of 
Harold F. McCormick, and 150.000 
to Miss Lucy M. 
Spellman, Mrs. 


Rockefeller's sister. 


To her granddaughter, Margaret 


Strong, daughter of Bessie Rockefel- 
ler Strong, deceased.

No,, you would hold your 
berath as well as your tongue, 
and keep your hands off until ne 
was safe over. The Government 
is carrjmg an enormous weight.

OPINIONS DIFFER 


Since the inauguration of the jit- 


H3y buses 311 Xewarfc. comment has 
feen rife as to the probable cost oC 
upkeep and the profits realized from 
the ventures. On practically every 
corner in the business district busy- 
Todies spend no little time in figur- 
ing out the advantages to be derived 
from proprietorship in a jitney bus 
line. 
Statistics l^e been compiled, but 


to no avail. The jitney is an innova- 
tion on which it is hard to keep tab. 
At present, the novelty has not worn 
cff; it is well patronized, but cannot 
be classed as a puolle utility nor can 
it be until the veneer of curiosity has 
been worn off and statisticians 
can 


get down to brass tacss in determin- 
ing th-5 actual cost of operation, up- 
l~eep and depreciation. 


Newark has several 
jitney 
bus 


lines that are in successful opera- 
tion. 
Other cities 
are 
acquiring 


them. 
In the laiger cities there is 


much discussion pro, and con, par- 
ticularly through the columns of the 
press, as to what it is costing jitney 
bus operators for gasoline and tires 
So many of the machines in opera- 


tion are second hand "machines that 
no definite basis as to 
depreciation 


has been arrived at. 
However, as- 


suming that Newark's jitney buses 
travel 30,000 miles per year, which 
they do, depreciation 
should 
not 


amount to more than $600. a year, 
on a $2,000 car. 


It is probable that repairs on a 


?2,000 car would not run much over 
S25 a year. 
Gasoline 
expense is 


the main item to confront the jitnej 
bus operator. Newark's jitney buses 
are averaging 12 to 14 miles per gal- 
lon m carrying out their 
twenty 


mraute service. 
Tire expense is not 


in excess o£ two-fifths cents per tire, 
or one and three-fifths cents per car 
per mile.

Neuve Chapelle, Prance, April 17- 


—Via London.—The ground to the 
west of this now scattered town of 
Neuve Chapelle from which the Brit- 
ish drove the Germans in the middle 
of March with sucu terrible loss of 
life for both sides, is literally cob- 
bled with German skulls. The dead 
lie buried in shallow graves every- 
where and the vicmity is strewn v»'ith 
wreckage and debris. 


The British have made it as tidy 


as they can, but beneath many of the 
trenches arid dugouts six inches of 
bayonet will meet with resistance of 
cloth and human flesh while in the 
Xo-Man's-Land, between 
the 
new 


British 
line 
and 
the 
German 


trenches to the east, bodies still lie 
thick. 


Neither the Germans nor the Brit- 


ish dare attempt 
to 
remove 
the 


corpses and unless some situation 
develops to alter the relative posi- 
tion of the opposing lines, they are 
likely still tto be there when sum- 
mer comes. 


Many of the trenches and dugouts 


where the men live unwillingly har- 
bor the bodies of thousands of men 
which were covered with earth after 
the British rush. 
Many have been 


buried by both the Germans and the 
British and white crosses today dot 
the landscapes between the lines.
